To-pay the Emperor William 
celebrates his fifty-second birthday, 
and the occasion will call for no 
less spontaneous celebrations among 
Germans in the Far East than in 
the Fatherland.

existence. Throughout the Empire, 
and nowhere more than in German 
possessionsoverseas, it is recognized 
that this proud position has been 
attained by a happy combination of 
the German people’s virtues and 
abilities with the masterly direction 
iven to German affairs by the 
mperor William IT during the 
twenty-three years of his reign. 
A true perspective of German 
development in thee years may not 
be ible for contemporary 
observers, but it is diftcalt ( 
believe that the Emperor William's 
achievements, which have stood out 
s0 conspicuously in our own time, 
are not assured of an exalted and 
manent place in the Empire's 
History. In the Far East Germans 
are conscious that their interests and 
affairs attract the special attention 
of their Sovereign, and the feelin, 
of close touch with the Home lan 
is to be emphasized in the near 
future by the visit of the Crown 
Prince. ‘There can be little doubt 
that the initiative in regard to this 
visit rested with the Emperor 
William, and the greater the 
importance attached to His Imperial 
Highness’s tour, the wider the 
appreciation of this additional 
illustration of the Emperor's fore- 
sight and statesmanship. Britons 
the world over, wherever they find 
themselves in’ company with a 
German community to-day, will 
enter heartily and sincerely in their 
tributes to their Emperor. 


THE PANAMA 
CANAL. 


Cowrnovenst has surrounded the 
Panama Canal from the first con- 
ception of the scheme, through the

Taft bas recommended to Con- 
grees the preliminary appropriation, 
8F G. $19,000,000 for the purposes 
of fortification. and is reported to 
have asked a New York audience) 
whether after expending five hun- 
dred million dollars to make the 
national defence easier, the United 





argument, as expressed in these few 
words, does not take into considera- 
tion all the aspects of the question, 
but it is one that is likely to 
appeal with special force to the: 
people of the United States. Con- 
gress, however, it is thought, will 
defer deliberation in fall House on 
the matter, which is now in the 
hands of s Committee, until next’ 
session. The opponents of forti- 
fication Isy most stress on the cost 
of the scheme, which has been set, 
down in one estimate at ten million 
sterling with an annual charge of 
‘one million. ‘They point ont that 
the United States have never been 
attacked by a foreign foo, and that 
the satety of the Canal red 
by its neutrality, to wi the 

nited States and Great Britain 
aro jointly pledged. 

To understand Great Britain’s 
attitude in this question of the 
fortification of the Panama Cenal 
it is necessary to go back over the 
history of more than two centuries. 
In 1655 the Mosquito Coast was 

laced under British protection. 
Consequently when in ‘1849. the 
Unit States first realized the 
desirability of an inter-oceanic canal 
across Ni territory and 
actually made a convention with 
Nicaragua for the cession of the 
necessary strip of land, they found 
that Great Britain’s prescriptive 
rights would prevent tho ratifica~ 
tion of the agreement without the 
latter’s sanction. Negotiations fol- 
lowed and by the Clayton-Bulwer 
Treaty of 1850 Great Britain 
abandoned her protectorate over 
the Mosquito Coast, but the United 
States in return submitted to con- 
ditions that precluded the American 
people from snarising ‘any exclusive 
control over the Ship Canal and 
from occupying, fortifying or 
colonizing, or assuming or exercising 
any dominion over any part of 
Central America. Moreover, the 







































United States acquiesced 
guarantee with Great Britain of 
the neutrality of the Canal, and 
acknowledged the Treaty as estab- 
Hahing a general principle, ap- 
plicable to all communications 
across the Isthmus. Many of these 
terms were modified or removed by 
the Pauncefote-Hay Treaty of 1901. 
The United States are-no longer 
precluded from exercising dominion 
over any part of Central America ; 
the Canal is to be constructed 
under the auspices of tho United 
States, in whose hands are vested 
its regalation and management. In 
the draft Treaty that was signed by 
the British and American. repre- 
sentatives on November 18, 1901, 
were the words “No fortification 
shall be erected commanding the 
Canal or the waters adjacent.” 
But the American Senate removed 
this clause and the British Govern- 
ment allowed the amendment to 
pass with an observation to the 
effect that it was understood that 
the United States desired to reserve 
the power of taking measures to 
protect the Canal at any time whon 
at war from destruction or damage 
at the hands of an enemy. There 
the matter has been allowed 
to rest, until the desire to fortify 
the Canal was recently ex- 
proseed in the United States. For-

‘The Canadians with a navy of their 
‘own will feel increasingly’ the need 
‘of easy communication between 
their western and eastern soa- 
boards, and for this reason 
Great Britain must be the more 
anxious to seoure the inviolable 
neutrality of the Panama Canal. 
‘With the growth of Canada opport- 
unities of conflict between the two 
American nations are likely to in- 
‘crease, and each in its own interest 
must desire the permanent elimina- 
tion of all causes for antagonism. 
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It is possible that the decision of 
the United States to fortify the 
Panama Canal despite the wishes 
of Great Britain and Canada may 
be held to introduce such an impor- 
tant factor into North American 
relationships, that it will provide 
the final argument in favour of a 
permanent understanding between 
the two great branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, An agreement 
of this nature would obviate the 
expenditure of further large sums 
upon the Canal. At present the 
United States realize that, without 
land fortifications in the Canal 
zone, their naval operations in the 
event of war against a Power that! 
would not respect the neutrality of 
the waterway would be handicap- 
ped by the necessity of detaching 
ships to protect the entrances. It 
is to be hoped, therefore, that any 
negotiations between Great Britain 
and the United States on the 
subject of the fortification of the 
Canal will be conducted on lines 
that may influence for good the 
permanent relationship between the 
two nations.

SIR FRANCIS GALTON.

Sir Francis Galton was » grand- 
son of Dr. Erasmas Darwin. He was 
born in 1822. Between 1850 
1852 he explored Damaraland and 
South Ovampoland. For many years 
he was on the coancil of the Royal 
Geographical Society ; was » member of 
the Meteorological Council from 1868 
to 1901; secretary of the British 
Association from 1863 to 1868; pre- 
sident of the Anthropologicsl Institute 
from 1885 to 1888 and chairman of the 
Committee of Management of the Kew 
Observatary in 1899-1900, Sir Fran- 
cis was the author of several works on 
scientific sabjecte abd beld « number of 
medals conferred by scientific bodies, 
and was the founder of the new stndy 
of racial improvement called Engenice. 
He was knighted in 1909.—Ep.

IN TRANSITION. 
January 21. 


SueKers after contrasts have 
never far to go in China for their 
subjects. Street scenes to-day in 
any part of the country will 
supply a variety in the material 
world; a stady of Government 
activity or official records will ful- 
fl the same purpose in another 
sphere. The attempt to super- 
impose a constitutional régime on 
the existing conditions in China 
may well prove no less prolific in 
incongruities. Yesterday we were 
able to annonnce certain modifica- 
tions of the constitutional pro- 
gramme that had secured the 
approval of the Throne. All the 
phraseology of modern representa- 
tive government is to be reproduced 
in Peking, and the opening of 
Parliament is to be anticipated by 
the institution of a Cabinet, an 
Advisory Council and a Privy 
Council. In the same issue our 
Notes on Native Affairs tell of a 
contemporary incident as far re- 
moved from the conditions associat- 
ed with an organized state as the 
first aeroplane to be seen in 
Shanghai will be in principles of 
locomotion from the wheelbarrows 
on which many Chinese will be 
conveyed to watch its flights. 
Within fifty miles of this port a 
band of refugees from the famine- 
stricken districts of north Kiangsn, 
several hundreds in number, roams 
at large over the country, plunder- 
ing and killing. ‘Their depredations 
are regarded at first in the light of 
an inevitable occurrence, and only 
when they exceed the litnits which 
a long-suffering populace conceives 
to be prescribed for lawless people 
is any attempt made to put a check 
to their proceedings. Even then 
the villagers take the matter into 
their own hands, and mete ont a 
punishment particularly Chinese in 
its grim callousness. After eight 
or nino days, when the fortunes of, 
this civil conflict are inclining 
against the forces of law and order, 


an appeal is made for official 
assistance. 
‘The incident is eloquent of 





yresent conditions in this country. 
For more than a month large num- 
bers of needy people are said to 
have been committing excesses in 
the neighbourhood of Kunshan, 
which lies between Soochow and 
Shanghai. A fortnight ago they 
were reinforced by some five hun- 
dred refugees from the northern 
portion of the province, who in- 
troduced more violent methods of 
procedure in obtaining means of 
sustenance. If the reports are to 





be relied upon, they appear to have 
taken possession of the town of 
Kunshan, stealing to their hearts? 
content and killing or wounding 
those who offered isolated resistance. 
For two days they are said to have 
devoted their time to appropriating 
all that they could lay hands on, 
and then a body, said to be four 
hundred strong, sought other fields 
for plunder. Towards nightfall 
they came to a country house 
and demanded lodging. This 
was given them, and, when ad- 
mitted into the premises, they 
proceeded to turn out the owners. 
By this time the villagers had de- 
cided that the conduct of these 
refugees was no longer to be 
tolerated. A council of war was 
held, and on the following night 
tho premises in which tho mis- 
creants had established themselves 
were set on fire. Preparations had 
been made deliberately. It was 
arranged that the owner should be 
indemnified for destruction of his 
property in’ the public interest. 
Kerosene was freely applied and 
tho gates of the premises were 
blocked. A veritable holocaust 
ensued, the number of victims being 
reckoned at two hundred. Even 
if the necessary allowance be made 
for errors of judgement in estimat- 
ing numbers, the method of pro- 
cedure and the results may probably 
be accepted as accurately described. 
me of the refugees escaped and 
joining the main body, made war 
on the villagers, who were then 
compelled to apply to the Soochow 
authorities for military aid. 

Toto an isolated occurrence of this 
nature it might be possible to read 
nothing more than can be promised 
of the scene attending the death of 
the Houndsditch marderers in the 
top storey of a house in Mile End. 
‘The conditions that it illustrates, 
however, are not exceptional, for 
they have a wider application than 
merely to spasmodic acts of lawless- 
ness. In the same way as the 
present constitutional movement 
tends to ignore the actual status of 
the people of China, while being 
promoted nominally in their inter- 
est, so much of the scheme of 
reorganization that has been pat 
through in Peking would seem to 
bave been undertaken without 
regard for the inevitable effects in 
the provinces. The principle of 
centralization is, undoubtedly, 
sound ; but it becomes unworkable 
in practice, if the former provincial 
responsibility is retained. In finan- 
cial matters central control can 
only benefit the country. The 
Viceroys and Governors, however, 
have some ground for complaint, 
if the former jundivided control of 
the troops in their provinces is 
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same degree of responsibili 
public order remains. .If centraliza- 
tion is to be effective, the machinery 
in Peking must work smoothly and 
rapidly. Itis becoming s grievance 
among the higher officials. of the 
Provinces that the maintenance of 
order has been rendered moro 
difficult by the centralization. of 
military control in Peking, where 
necessity for prompt and sometizes 
preventive measares is not always 
appreciated. To what extent this 
lament is supported by the facts of 
the case it is not possible to say ; 
but it is clear that the old lack 
of understanding between Peking 
and the provinces will characterize 
China in her transition toa 
uew order. IE it be true that the 
Kunshan marauders have been 
active for more than a month, it 
may be necessary for the responsible 
authorities to adduce convinoing 
proof of being handicapped fin- 
ancially or from a military, point 
of view to justify their inaction 
until an outraged populace makes a 
holocaust of two hundred mis- 
creants.

CANADA AND 
THE UNITED STATES. 


January 23, 

Tux intelligence that the United 
States and Canadian Reciprocity 
Commissioners ‘have arrived at an 
agreement and on a basis providin, 
for a substantial redaction in the 
customs duties levied by both 
countries on natural and menufac- 
tured products has a significance 
that reaches beyond the immediate 
‘interests of the two countries con- 
cerned. It has to be borne in 
mind, however, that the negotia- 
tions now brought to a close in 
Washington represent only a pre- 
liminary stage in tho ratification of 
a formal treaty. The recommenda- 
tions of the Trade Conference, 
which met first in Ottawa early in 
November and then adjourned until 
the second weck in January, have 
to be submitted to the respective 
Legislatures. In what. form they 
will be presented has not yet been 
‘announced, and opinion would seem 
to be divided regarding the merits 
of an international treaty or of a 
modification of existing fiscal 
arrangements on each side of the 
boundary. The negotiations were 
opened at the personal request of 
President Taft, and the United 
States Government has made no 
secret of its eagerness for a success- 
fol issue. Since the were 
inaugurated in Ottawa, the trend 
of public opinion in the United 
States in regard to tariff reform 
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bas received a striking illustration 
in the Democratic successes at the 
General Election. It may, there- 
fore, be supposed that the recom- 
mendations of the Reciprocity 
Commissioners, unless they fall too 
short of the popular wishes, will be 
heartily endorsed in the American 
Legislature, particularly if they are 
not submitted until the new Con- 
gress meets towards the end of the 
your. The Canadian Government,

Consequently asin- 
torstate trade has helped the Uni 
States,and free interprovincial trade 
the Dominion, so will free inter- 
national tratle help the continent. 
The Canadian Government, on its 
part, feels obliged to move cautiously 
in order not to introduce any serious 
disturbance of existing industrial 
conditions, and above all not to im- 
pair the British Preference. On 
the latter point it has given unequi- 
ledges, and it is to be presam- 
any “substantial reduction ” 
on articles of import from the Uni- 
ted States will be met with a corres- 
ponding increase in the preference 
accorded to similar articles produced 
in other parts of the British Empire. 
Tho Reciprocity Commissioners, it 
will be noticed, do not advocate free 
trade in natural and manufactured 
products. With such s proposal the 
whole schemy of an Imperial fiscal 
system would fall to the gronnd. If 
American grain and other natural 
products had free access to Canada, 
it would be impossible to give Cana- 
dian products preferential treatment 
in Great Britain, for the products 
of the United States would come to 
Canadian ports for shipment out- 
wards.

States and a great increase of the 
British preference, leading as soon 
as ible to Free Trade. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier's reply was non- 
committal, beyond the under- 
taking that the outcome of the 
negotiations with the United 
States should in no way impair the 
British preference. The deputation, 
will bo noticed, though entirely 
favour of the universal freedom 
of trade, did not ask for the modi- 
fication ‘of protection against the 
United States except in so far as 
Canada’s concessions would be re- 
ciprocated. But the requirements 
of the West and the Enst of the 
Dominion in this matter are diver- 
gent, and in the interests of the 
country as a whole it may be 
necessary to offset concessiors to 
one portion by others which will 
offer a ‘guid pro quo to those who 
may be prejudiced by the first. 
Thus the Canadian Government is 
said to have thought favourably of 
Reciprocity in coal, in fish, in 
wheat and natural products gene- 
rally, as well as in agricaltaral im- 
plements. Free trade in coal 








would have aroused the strongest 
opposition on the part of the East, 
but it was wanted in the West. The 
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ibstantial reduction ty 
greed upon by the Conference 
may, with the concession in regard 
to fish, prove an acceptable com- 
promise. Great interest will attach 
to the proposals submitted by the 
Government to the Canadian Par- 
liament, for not only is the Imperial 
fiscal system as a whole involved, 
but it is clear that political parties 
in Great Britain will seek to derive 
from the Canadian attitude all the 
moral support possible for the rival 
doctrines of Free Trade and Pro- 
tection. 











DISCONTENT AND 
SOCIALISM, 


January 24. 
Auraovan it has been established 
that Kotoke, the Japanese con- 
spirator, and his associates have to 
be regarded as anarchists and not 
merely 28 Socialists, as was at first 
implied, it is not to be inferred that 
Socialism in Japan is non-existent 
or is only to befound in the ex- 
treme type that hankers after 
bombsand revolvers. ‘The presence 
of socialistic activity in the country 
is admitted, but as the publication 
of anything’ calculated to further 
its propaganda is discountenanced 
by the Government, it is difficult 
to decide whether ‘the movement 
has any real strength in it. On the 
other hand the subject is exercising 
the minds of prominent men and 
ablicists, and recently formed the 
is of a striking series of articles 
ina Tokio trade journal, Probably 
under the influence of what was 
then known of Kotoku’s plot, most 
of the writers invest Japanose 
Socialism with anarchistic ten- 
dencies ; but while censuring this 
aspect, they warned the Government 
not to adopt a policy that would 
drive all radicals and_discontents 
into underhand agitation. Count 
Hayashi, formerly Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, one of the con- 
tributors, goes further ; he regards 
the policy of suppressing Socialist 
publications, which he attributes to 
the Minister of Education, as 
narrow-minded, dangerons and in- 
adequate to attain the object in 
view. The measures of repression 
practised in Japan are said to in- 
clude an elaborate system of police 
espionage over all persons suspected 
of socialistic leanings. A Socialist 
thus becomes a marked man, 
estranged from his former friends 
who may like his company without 
sharing his creed, and is driven to 
the réle of an Ishmael and to secret 
conspiracy. 
For the locus classieus of political 
Socialism it is usual to turn to 
Germany, where the movement has 
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achieved the most homogeneous 
development. Daring the past 
year the successes of the Socialists 
at the by-elections and the steady 
growth of the organization bave 
given both Government and country 
seriously to think, A demand has 
been made in the Reichstag that 
legislation ad hoc should be in- 
troduced to check the spread of 
Socialist propaganda. The Govern- 
ment, however, has been mindful 
of a former experience, and while 
denouncing in unmeasured terms 
what it regards as the criminal 
activity of its political opponents, 
has explicitly refused to introduce 
more forcible measures for dealing 
with Socialism than are at present: 
in vogue. | In Great Britai 

cialism is now associated with the 
Labour Party, which has formally 
expressed its adherence to Socialist 
principles, and for that reason its 
inflaence is apt to be exaggerated, 
because we think of the Labour 
Party in conjunction with trade 
unionism. The rdle of the trade 
unions in Great Britain, however, 
is far more industrial than poli- 
tical, with the result that in 
spite of the relative strength 
of British trade unionism in 
comparison with other countries, 
Socialism continues to play, at 
least officially, an insignificant part. 
OF revolutionary Socialism, such 
as is charged by the Government 
against the followers of Herr Bebel 
and is alleged to be the character- 
istic of the Japanese product, Great 
Britain has had little or no ex- 
perience, and still clings to the be- 
lief that she will be able to keep it 
for all time as an exotic. 8

reason has been sought in the trath 
underlying the statement attributed 
to Sir William Harcourt, “ We are 
all Socialists now,” by which it was 
intended to say that all parties in 
the State are working for social 
reform, the relief of panperism, the 
prevention of unemployment and 
the improvement of the working 
classes. In other words the So- 
cialism that has a sinister meaning 
is to be regarded as the product of 
popular discontent, and by eliminat- 
ing the cause the country hopes to 
remain free from the effect. 

In the recent excesses attributed 
to Socialism in various parta of the 
world it is impossible to ignore the 
close connexion with genuine public 

‘jevances. Where life becomes 

rder and harder every day, owing 
to the artificial raising of the prices 
of necessaries, little argument is 
required to convince the proletariat 
that tho Government is responsible 
and that prices are being raised by 
taxation for the benefit of favoured 
classes. Both in Germany and 
in Japan the tendency hitherto 





has been to seek relief by dealing 
sternly with manifestations of 
Socialism rather than by eliminat- 
ing the discontent on which it 
battens. In this respect, however, 
the unofficial advice offered to the 
Tokio Government shows a marked 
advance in political wisdom on the 
instigations to further repressive 
measures that the German Govern- 
ment has had to reject. Both the 
Japanese Press and individual 
pablicists occupy themselves with 
the causes of the growth of 
Socialism, and it is noticeable that 
they profess to find them in educa- 
tional acts of omission rather than 
in the national policy. “ We need,” 
says the “ Jiji,” in a passage trans- 
gest,” 
“a much wider diffusion of technical 
education which will prepare young 
men for the battle of life. Under 
the existing system of education 
bo turned out of schools and 
colleges without acquiring any 
adequate knowledge or training 
nect for the pursuit of prac- 
tical work. On the contrary, their 
brains are obsessed with ill-digested 
theories and ideals, making them 
exceedingly amenable to ‘isms’ 
and doctrines, which, though highly 
fascinating, are unwholesome and 
often harmful.” It will be of 
interest to watch whether, in 
circumstances not unlike those ob- 
taining in Germany, the Japanese 
Government decides to maintain 
its present attitude towards Social- 
ism or will act in the spirit of the 
advice proffered. 

















INDIA’S UNOFFI- 


CIAL PARLIAMENT. 


January 25.

While the Congress 
has no official status, and is in a 
sense nothing but a glorified de- 
bating society, its proceedings have| 
importance as they are illustrative 
of the trend of thought among the 
many peoples who form the Indian 
Empire. The genesis of the Con- 
gr was tho need that was felt by 

e educated classes in India for 
some method of nnited articulation. 
Political desires sought expression 
ina manner that would command 
more attention than could be gained 
by disunited utterance, and it was 
felt by the Indian people who in- 
terested themselves in the subject 
that the Congress would not only 
have an indirect influence on the’ 
political life of the Empire, but 
‘that it would lead to an improve- 





different races in India and the de- 
velopment of a common ideal, the 
lack of which rendered impossible 
any aspiration that was genuinely 
national. The barriers of language, 
caste and creed, it was realized, 
would continue to be operative, un- 
less representatives of the various 
divisions were brought together 
and, by the attrition of debate, 
brought to mutual understanding. 
The path to success for such a 
‘scheme was mado the smoother by 
two comparatively new elements in 
the conditions in India. Most 
‘educated Indians, to whatever part 
of the country they might happen 
to belong, understood the English 
ind thus had a common 
for communication. Of 
importance was the system 
of railways, which rendered it poss- 
ible for delegates from the most 
remote parts of India to attend at 
the place of assemblage. The move- 
ment was regarded, if not with en- 
thusiasm, at least without overt 
disapproval by the Government, and 
the first Indian Nationa! Congress 
met in Bombay in 1885, and 
sessions have since been held in 
December of each year. 

The session that has just con- 
cluded has not added materially to 
the estimation in which the Con- 
‘gress is held by those who are able 
to subject its labours to impartial 
scrutiny. By inviting Sir William 
Wedderburn from England to act 
as President the Congress osten- 
tatiously enlisted itself under 
generalship which to many Britons 
is suspect. Much of the lamentable 
unrest that has of late years mani- 
tested itself in India is thought by 
many well qualified to judge to 
have been encouraged by the ate 
titude on Indian questions of Sir 
William Wedderburn, Sir Henry 
Cotton, Mr. Keir Hardie and others. 
It is not surprising in view of Sit 
William’s known predilections that 
while the key-note of his opening 
address was conciliation, he implied, 
more or less openly, disapproval of 
the steps taken by tife Government 
to suppress the anarchistic move- 
ment which was beginning to as- 
sume tangible shape. Nor is there 
‘any ground for astonishment in the 
fact that the extravagant eulogium 
was passed on the President that 
“no man living or dead, English- 
man or Indian, had done more for 
the political advancement and 
material amelioration of India.” The 
Congress adopted a resolution 
favouring ae Suede movement 
—in effect the boycott of foreign 
goods—and another demanding the 
early separation of executive and 
judicial fonctions in India. A 
protest was made against the ex- 







ment in the mutual relations of the| clusion policy of the self-governing 
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British dominions. In regard to 
self-government the Congress asked 
that all local bodies should be 
elective, with an elected non-official 
chairman, and should receive 
adequate financial aid from the 
Government. The two measures) 
adopted by the Government to deal 
with the unrest, the Seditious 
Meetings Act and the Press Act, 
came in for a large amount of con- 
demaation. Recommendations of 
more value and not open to objec 
tion were made in reference to 
improving relations between 
Mohammedans and Hindus and in 
regard to the extension of ednca- 
tional facilities. 

While the Congress in the 
absence of powers of any kind can 
only make suggestions, it should be 
able to exercise a real, though 
‘unseen, influence upon the destiny 
of the country. The advice tender- 
ed by six or seven hundred repro- 
sentative Indians would, it might 
be thought, be gratefully accepted 
by a Government of whose desire 
to do the best!for India there can 
be no doubt, even if its methods 
do not always find universal com- 
mendation. But the Government 
is scarcely likely to be impressed 
by the political capacity of a body 
that passes resolutions against 
repressive laws at the very moment 
when a trial of many of their 
fellow-countrymen, practically for 
rebellion, was being concluded, and 
when the most damning evidence 
had been brought to light. Instead 
of showing that, whatever legiti- 
mate aspirations towards self- 

ernment it might harbour, the 
ces was whole-heartedly on

GREAT BRITAIN 
AND PERSIA

Tue geographical position of 
Persia, which brings her into close 
relationship with Great Britain, 
Russia and Tarkey, and the com- 
mercial interests centring in the 
country that are shared by at least 
one other Power render Persian 
affairs of some moment in the 
counsels of Europe. By the Anglo- 
Russian Agreement the rivalry of 
these two Powers was removed by 
the recognition of separate spheres 
of influence, and the’ prospect of 
active interference on their 
was for the time being eliminated 
The obligation upon Persia, how- 
ever, to carry through her re- 
organization without molesting 
foreigners remained, and it was 
only in the last resort that Great 
Britain to safeguard her interests 
in the south took steps that 
threatened to put an end to the 








It is to be feared, therefore, that a 
desire to show a united front may 
load to the capture of the politionl 


self-imposed policy of | non- 
intervention which had commended 
itself to both the British and the 
Russian Governments. In the 
British Note of October 14 at- 
tention was called to the insecurity 
of the trade routes in southern 
Persia, and in the event of law and 
order not being restored within 
three months the British Govern- 
ment announced that it would have 
to take over the policing of the 
Bushire-Shiraz route all the way 
to Ispahan, organizing a Persian 
military force under the command 
of eight or ten officers of the 
Indian Army. For the upkeep of 
the force a charge of ten per cent 
would be made on the Customs. 
‘The Persian Government replied 
to this Note towards the end of 
December and stated that it was 
engaged in reorganizing the police 
and that there bad been no moles- 
tation of the caravan routes for 
more than three weeks. It asked, 
moreover, that the proposed sur- 
charge on the Customs should be 
levied and that the receipts should 
be handed over to defray the cost. 
of police reorganization. As had 
been already foreshadowed, the 
British Government, which was 
not anxious to depart from the 
policy of nén-intervention, has 
accepted the assuragee given by 
Persia, but points out that, until it 
bas been established satisfactorily 
that the present change for the 
better is more or less permanent

To those who have no clear 
‘conception of conditions in Persia, 
the action of the British Govern- 
ment may seem unnecessarily high- 
handed. It has to be borne in mind, 
however, that during the past year 
there bas been almost constant 
raiding on all the chief trade routes 
in southern Persia. On one occasion, 
we read, a caravan of British Indian 
subjects was attacked and had to 
endure a running fight for three 
days ; seven men were killed and 
four wounded, while over two 
hundred camels were captared and 





part| the robbers secured forty-five rifles. 


On the Bushire-Shiraz-Ispahan 
route, the most important in the 
country, large parties of tribesmen 
were abroad in October and Novem- 
ber, pillaging villages and attacking 
caravans. Mail-bags were seized, 
telegraph lines broken, and Shiraz 
was left without any post from the 
north for a fortnight. In the same 
month, October, the seaport. of 
Lingah was threatened by a force of 
five thousand tribesmen, armed 
with breach-loading rifles, and was 
only saved by the landing of British 
bluejacketa at the request of the 
Governor. The story of pillage and 
outrages might “be extended 
indefinitely; to show that both before 
and after the dispatch of the British 
Note a stato of anarchy prevailed 
in southern and eastern Persia, 
with which the Teheran Govern- 
ment was making no attempts to 
cope. Without an adequate force 
of gendarmerie, properly disciplined 
‘and controlled, there seemed little 
chance of any improvement in the 
state of affairs. Such road-guards as 
there were appoaredto be completely 
demoralized and were frequently 
found to make common cause with 
the marauders. It is not, thereft 
a matter for surprise that the Britis 
Government should wish tolsuspend 
[judgement on Persia’s assurances, 
until it can decide whetler the 
‘sudden cessation of lawlessness is 
due to the establishment of effective 
authority by the Persian Govern- 
ment, or merely to the incidenoe of 
winter which renders field opera 
tions distasteful to the tribesmen. 
It was inevitable that the British 
action in sending the Note of 
October 14 to the Persian Govern 
ment should have been the subject 
of misrepresentation. At the time 
of the Anglo-Rusian Agreement 
of 1907 it was held that Great. 
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Britain had proved false to Per: 
but it is realized now that, without 
the friendly understanding then 
arrived at between the two Powers, 
the country would probably have 
been by this time under the mili- 
tary domination of Russia. In the 
same way faller knowledge has 
cleared away misconceptions re- 
garding Great Britain's latest li 
of action, and the bogey of partition, 
has once more been allayed. The 
British Government can have no 
desire for an armed occupation of 
Persian territory, which could only 
open the way to further interna- 
tional complications. On the other 
hand the Indian trade in the coun- 
try is entitled to and must have 
protection. If Persia herself is 
not in a position to accord this 
protection, the logical sequence of 
the Anglo-Russian Agreement is 
that the British Government will 
have to provide it. The means of 
restoring law and order would still 
be Persian, for the gendarmerie 
would be raised locally, but would 
be under picked offers, speaking 
Persian and ex; joed in the’ 
handling of Oriental races.

Mr. Kemp 
bad been associated with the school 
ever since its inangaration and for the 
past three years and more had been 
head-master. The school bad made 
wonderfal progress under his care and 
management, and he (Mr. Walker) was 
sure that ali the boys, as well as the 
staff, were glad to see him back again. 
Tt was also extremely satisfactory that 
in spite of his absence the school had 
been flonrishing, The attendance dur- 
ing the past year bad been wonderfully 
good and the school had nowattained that 
delightfal position where it could pick 
and choose among candidates for 
admission, and once that standard was 
reached success was well-nigh assured. 
Not only had there been a large namber 
of applications, but those who bad bad 
the extreme good fortane to be admitted 
as scholars had shown their appreciation 
by most regalar attendance. He was told 
‘that in the fourth form the average of 
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attendance was practically 100 per cent, 
That was to say that every boy of that 
form on every day of the school year 
had such an appetite for learning th 

he had let nothing interfere with his at- 
tendance(applanse). The boys, of course 
were the most important part of the 
tchool, but next in importance came 
the masters and as the school had 
greatly increased, the staff bad been 
correspondingly increased. Mr. E. P. 
Graham-Barrow, formerly an assistant 
master at Dulwich College had joined 
the staff daring the year, and two new 
masters had also joined tho staff as 
teachers of Chinese. The school ex- 
aminations wore held in Jaly and Mr. 
Gill, the Acting Head-master, had re- 
ported that the result was generally satis- 
factory. He was satisfied and the 
Committee was satisfied with the report. 
he had been been able to give. It was 
not always an easy task to be Acting 
Head-master. The results of the final 
examination would appear in that little 
pocket manual known as the Municipal 
Annual Report. It was really remark- 
able that in December 1910 the School 
had sent in three candidates for the 
Senior Cambridge Locale, who had 
gained the Janior Certificate the proced- 
ing year. The number of candidates for 
the Senior locals from all the schools io 
Shanghai was by no means large, and 
this school was, therefore, well above the 
average in sending in three. One boy 
had also ant for the Junior Locals, ‘The’ 
work of the school had not been 
confined solely to the training of 
brain, The annual athletic sports 
took place with great auccess in the 
Sommer. The masters showed that 
delightfal enthusiasm in training the 
boys that made the playing field such 





















s particular pleasure to teachers and 
tanght.

One old boy was in 
the Consular service in Washington, 
and Mr. Kemp, while at home, bad th 
plessare of meeting two old boys; 
one, at Trent College, was boping 
to go to London to take the University 
degree there, and the other bad already 
entered Dorham University ss an 
undergraduate. This was most satis 
factory and as years went by—and 
be hoped be would iill have the 
hoponr of addressing them on this 
annual occasion—he wes sure that as 
they became old enongh the old 
boys would take high offices 
and bold them wortbily for the good of 
their country. Finally Mr, Walker 
mentioned that the programme of 
speeches and recitations had not been 
the resnlt of year's preparation. The 
‘school was far to busy for that, and the 
alternoon’s programme had been pre- 
pared—not hurriedly, but towards the 

















‘end of the term. He made the explapa- 
tion by way of asking the indalgence of 
the audience, though he felt certain that, 
they would be extremely pleased with 
what they heard.

histrionic talent, and reflected great 
credit upon Mr. Graham Barrow, who’ 
had trained sll the boys who recited in 
English. Next, Yang Ho-fong recited

TIL, Scene 2 of “ Henry VIII." And 
then Act I Scene 2 of “ A Midsommer 
Night's Dream " was recited with great 
spirit by six scholars, All the recita- 
tions were greatly enjoyed and loudly 
applanded. 

‘Another song by the school— Trae 
Love "—followed, and then Dr. Fergu- 
‘son, called upon’ Mr, Shen Tun-ho to 
address the school, mentioning that al- 
thongh he would speak in Chinese he 
could speak jast as well in English 
if be chose to do 80. 

Mr. Shen Ton-bo said that bis ides’ 
in speaking in Chinese was that he 
might be understood by his Chinese 
iends. The whole work of the school 
was presented to the public on this 
occasion, 80 tha was the most im- 
portant day in the year, It was evident 
from the performances of the scholars 
that the teachers had been assidaons in 
their Isbours, and the fact that some of 
the boys bad been successful in the 
Cambridge Local Examinations — a 
difficalt test in which foreign scholars 
often failed—was a sufficient proof of 
the good work done, It was expected 
‘that the echolars would ultimately take 
the London University Matricalation 
Examination, which was a difficalt test, 
‘and it might be taken ass proof of 
the excellent instracti English. 
given in this school that this examina- 






































tion was now aimed at. He had always 

sisted upon the importance of Chinese 
stady, and many scholars disliked him 
for doing so, becanse they saw that 
Chinese teachers were paid a miserable 
salary of about $40 a month, while 
those able to teach English got three 
bape pets Bat the students of 

ia must not forget’ that they 
were Chinese (applanse). It was often 
seen in the examinations at Peking 
that men who held the degree of u.a. 
from a foreign university could not ex- 
press their thoughts in simple Chinese. 
‘This was a disgrace to Ohina (applause). 
Now the Government insisted that 
students who obtained degrees must not 
only be versed in Western learning, but 
‘also be good Ohinese scholars. For 
this reason the school bad secured the 
services of four excellent Chinese 
teachers, and the scholars would thus 
have every inducement to perfect 
themselves in the language and literature 
of their own country, He (Mr. Shen) 
had been on the School Committes for 
five years, and although always basy 
with other matters, he had ever en- 
deavoured to find time to urge the 
Chinese teachers to improve their 
methods of instraction, and so secure 
better results in the teaching of Chinese. 
The aim of the Committee was to give 
‘equal importance to the stady of Chin- 
eee and of Western science so that 
‘each scholar who left the school would 
be well versed in both stadies, and not 
bes frre man, 

Mr. Shen's speech was loudly aj 
plaaded. sheds 

Before the singing of “Land of My 
Fathers” brought the proceedings to 
an end, Dr. Ferguson expressed. the 
pleasure of the Committee at the pro- 
‘sence of Dr, Richard, and Mr. Macray 
called for three cheers for Dr. Ferguson 
for presiding.

TO SIR PELHAM WARREN. 


Tho members of the Shanghai Branch 
of the Royal Society of St. George 
gathered in fairly large numbers at the 
Cathedral School last Friday evening to 
do honour to Sir Pelham Warren, to 
show their appreciation of him and to 
bid him good bye. Althoogh the pro- 
ceedings lasted but a short time every 
minbte was oscapied in paying tribate 
to Sir Pelham for the services he has 
rendered daring the seven years he has 
been President of the Sooit’r, and the 
greatest enthusiasm was mx. fested, A 
beantifol massive silver bow., handsome- 
ly designed, and bearing an inscription, 
as the gift of the Society, 

Mr. O. W. Wrightson occupied the 
chair and be was accompanied on the 
platform by Messrs. E. R. Brighten, 
JR, Wingrove, J. E, Denham, Dr, 
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by the assembly. Mr. Wrightson then 
rose to make the presentation. He said 
‘We are assembled here to-day to 
give expression to the regret we feel at 
losing the services of Sir Pelham 
‘Werren, who for seven years has been 
President of the Shanghai Branch of 
the Royal Society of 8+ George, 
‘Binee yo, Sir, undertook the duties 
‘of President, this Branch of the Society 
thas reoeived the honour of being afilist- 
ed to the Parent Society, the Royal 
Booiaty of Saint George, having its 
hosdquarters in London, which is carry- 
ing on s great work in knitting to- 
Englishmen in every part of 
of the world, Our Society, I am 
happy to say, has greatly increased its 
membership, the roll now numbering 
623 and ite contributions to charitable 
cgunes have byen the means of helping 
many deserving cases of destitution 
amongst our conotrymen, The {aot 
‘that we are constantly being called upon 
for aid makes it apparent. 
Bociety as ours is essential 
in Shanghai, where Englishmen through 
unfortanate circomstances and through 
perhaps no fault of their ‘own find 
themselves stranded, and we bave the 
satisfaction of knowing that no deserr- 
ing case which is brought to our notice 
isever turned away. Itis, therefore, amat- 
ter of great satisfaction that our Shang- 
hai Branch is in a position to help the 
Safortesale and that raliee distros and 
its prosperity is dae in no small degree 
to the fact that our President bas:

Mr. Lanning, who was rccsived with 
loud applause, on rising, eaid that his 
first daty was to thaok the President 
of the University for the honour he had 
id bim in asking him to visit the 
ity that day and say a few words 
tndente. In England they had 
an ideal of education. It was called a 
Indder from the kindergarten to the 
niversity. He was sorry to say that. 
in England they had not yet obtained 
that ideal. He was glad to say that 
in America the ideal had been obtained. 
Now the authorities of St. Jobn's 
University had done even more ; they 
bad not only got the ladder from the 
kindergarten to the aniversity, but they 
had made it. That afternoon he wanted 
to talk to the students ss a fathar to 
bis own sons, because he wanted to give 
them some advico as if every one of 
them were that day bie boys, He 
desired to divide his address into three 
parts, with a cingle thread ronniog 
thronigh them all.

Chins had lacked col- 
leges in the past ; it had no Oxford, no 
Cambridge, no Harvard and no Yale, 
bat it bad its St. Jobn’s and in St, 
John’s they would take jst as much 
pride as the English in Oxford or 
Cambridge, or the Americans in Har- 
vard or Yale. hed them to 
remember that however proud they 
might be of their college, they would 
have to be very carefal in being prond 
of themselves, When they left college 
for the outer world they would find that 
the world was very different from the 
college and that it had a different way 
of jadging thiogs. They would find 
that their knowledge wss not so very 

II, so their second daty was

and he said that it was about five feet 
Jong (laughter) ; it was contained in 
books that might be put into that space. 
If the speaker measured the knowledge 
required to obtain a x. A. degree be 
found that it was contained in books 
measuring about three feet long if set 
side by side—not five feot.In the Bi 
Maseum, books were measured by miles 
and after surveying them one could 
only go out from the rooms where they 
wore arranged thinking how ignorant 
one was and bow much there was to 
be learned. When they left college 
they would find that they had just got 
8 passport to the world’s knowledge. 
They could not learn They 
wonld have to determine what they’ 
were going to learn and set about it 
in the right There were right 
‘and wrong ways of setting about this 
task. If they learned in the right 
their learning would be clear, 
distinct and certain: if in the wrong 
way it would be misty, foggy and 
uncertain, He therefore advised them 
whon they left college to make up their 
minds what books they would read. 
They should not go in for nove 
pleasant stories and pictare papers, 
but should make up their minds to 
buy some books that were going to 
stick by them as long as they lived. 
He advieed that they get some good 
books oftreference. If they were not rich, 
then he advised that they get one at a 
time, save up for it acd starve 
themeelves to boy books: It was s 
waste of time to go over work which 
other people bad done, therefore they 
should get books of reference and of the 
right kind. Let them always remem- 
ber in all their studies that there was 
only one aim with the real student and 
that was to find ont the trath of some- 
thing ; what he worked for was to find 
ont what things really were, They 
should be very carefal not to dogmatize 
too much ; not to talk too much, Let 
‘them look at Mr, Roosevelt, He was 
a man who, perhaps, was more bigbly 
honoured than any other he could 
name; he only knew two places where 
he was not honoured. He was not 
honoured by the Egyptians of Cairo, or

the Egyptians of Wall St. (Langhter). 
‘What happened to bim? He was swept

There was only one orator, so it wai 
said, and be was in Eogland—Lord 
Rosebery. Not long ago Lord Rose- 
tery made one of bis most important 
speccbes and it was against oratory !

the knowledge in the world would make

It 
was a great task with a nation of 
400,000,000 people, it would not. 
be performed ia a day, bat they 
bad 5,000 years of history behind 
them and eternity before them. The 
foundations mast be well-lsid, and they 
mast not burry toomucb, He exhorted 
his audience to do sll they could to 
Romanize their native written character, 
and painted out io » vivid illostrat 
handicap placed on the Chinese 
dent who had to battle with more 
man 26,000 chsracters when compared 
to one who had to learn only twenty-six 
ters. Then he advised them to leave 
ilities alone, for to attempt them 
ire and failure was a bad 
thing for any man. Speaking under’ 
the head “what is yoor duty to other 
vations ?", Mr. Lanning ssid that other 
D brought war (soldiers), com- 
‘merce (merchants), medicine (doctors) 
and education (teachers) to China, As 
to the first, igoorance was at the bottom 
of all the fighting that had taken 
place witb foreigners in Ci The 
merchant came to trade and wished for 
pence, the doctors came to do as much 
good as they could, and it was not 
necessary io that ball to say what the 
teachers came for. i. 
ence became journali ged 
them the desirability of telling their 
people that the doctors came to China’ 
to do as much good ss they could for 
its people. The greatest question for 
them at the preseot time was “are 
you going to be pro-foreign or anti- 
foreign?” Were they to be in favour 
of the foreigners or against them ? 
Tn the west wars between nations 
were rare; they became more rare as 
notions learned more about each other.

known in Chins, Mr. Lanning con- 


cluded that the anti-foreign ides that | del 
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existed between all the nations of 
Eorope and America was the ides of 
learning all they could possibly learn 
from the foreigner so that they 
could keep pace with him, and, if pos- 
sible, get ahead of him, That was 
the sort of feeling there should be in 
China, He hoped that in the service 
of their Fatherland the Chinese would 
never have occasion to fight any more 
against any other country. But th 
ought to think frst of their own land, 
‘An American in proposing a toast once 
saidl ““ My country'first. Whether she 
be right or wrong, always first my 
conotry” (Applanse). 

The presentation of diplomas to three 
graduates of the Theological Schoo! was 
then performed by Bishop Graves, who 
said that the bestowal of such degrees 
showed that St. John’s University was a 
university in the real sense, He spoke 
to the young men, a few words of 
sincere congratalation and said that the

A CHINESE VERSION. 
The following sccoant of the un- 
fortanate incident at Hankow on 
Sunday is taken from a local native 
paper. We of course accept no respon- 

sibility for the allegations made :—

resalt of an Indian Constable, without, 
provocation, kicking a riceba paller to 
death, The popalace, the report con- 
tinues, became indignant and clamorous 
for justice, Beyond lond protestations

FAMINE RELIEF. 





The Committee's Chinese Secretary, 
Mr. Leo Sha-mo, has just retarned 
from the famine region with set of 
fifty photographs illastr of the 
conditions prevailing. 


The Committee's grant to Pochow 
has arrived, and $16,000 worth of grain 
hhas been parchased locally. Arrange- 
ments were made for the distribation of 
Tis. 2,400 at Sucbien. Taotai Chang, 
Director of the Arsenal, offered $2,000 
18 a special contribution to Mr. Loben- 
stine at Hosiynen, 


Dr. Jankio, of Sachien, was present 





at the last meeting, having come direct | 


from the famine region. He showed 
the plan which had beea draw up for 
digging « new canal in order to relieve 
the Grand Canal which this year over- 
flowed badly in Pochow. 


It should be noted that the present 
famine, although not covering so wide 
‘an area as the previous one, is more 
severe where it exists. In the previous 
famine, the people had good crops the 
year before, but this time the flood 
‘awopt away the crops of a people who 
had before very bad harvests for some 
years, Consequently, the present dis- 
tress comes upon them as a climax of 
misfortanes, Being less able to fall 
back on previous savings, they are dying 
in large numbers even before the 
Famine Relief Local Committees can 
get to work, 
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‘Lest anyone imagine that the gentry 
themselves are not doing much, we 
should remember that on December 13, 
Anbai bad already raised about Tis. 
400,000, and Kiangsa had raived about 
‘Tis, 200,000 for famine reliet independ- 
ent of the Shanghai Committee, bat the 
need is too great without outside 
sassiatance. :

THE PLAGUE. 


(From B, L. Putnam Weale.) 








Changchun, Jan. 14, 
PosiTioN aT CHANGCHUN. 

Ten days ago in Changchon iteelt 
there were practically no cases at all 
‘snd now in the Chinese city over twenty 
cases a day are officially reported, bat! 
"the Chinese officials are suppressing the 
real figures. In the 8. M. R. area and 
‘Tapanese settlement, up to date, only 
ten cases have proved fatal—all Chinese 
arriving by train from the North. 

The officials bere are all very 
cowed and do not know how to 
act and what precantions to take, The 
Japanese have isolation wards in the 
open, near the Railway, where at present 
over 400 coolies are confined. 
{death occars on the train, the carriage 
is immediately uncoupled and all the 
occupants are sent back to Changobup 
and put in the isolation camp for several 
days, being fed, etc., at the expense of 
the railway. 

AX ONPROMISING OUTLOOK, 

Medical opinion is that the plague 
‘will become more severe as the weather 
gets colder, in fact, there is no hope of 
it¢dying ont antil the warm weather sets 
in, It is evident that medical men in 
these parts have very little knowledge 
of the plague. The symptoms are, I am 
told, as follows: lungs get affected, 
the patient begins to cough, and starts 
spitting blood, the lunge break up, the 
patient taros black in the face and the 
end soon comes, The germ enters the 
body through the mouth, and all doctors, 
attendants, goards etc., wear disinfected 
mouth and nose gaards. ‘The percentaxe 
of recoveries is practically nit, 

DR, MESNY. 

I travelled op only ten days ago from 
Makden ‘with poor Dr. Mesny, of the 
Peiyang Medical College, who bad 
been sent up to Harbin by the Chinese 
Government to report snd investigate. 
He was quite og man and very 
enthasiastic over bis work. Yesterday 
morning we got the news that be was 
dead ; he caught the diesse whilst at 
an isolation ward, and though at present 
fall particulars are not to hand, bis! 
sickness was only » matter of » few 
houre. He leaves a widow and two 
children. The Goveroment insared bis 
for Tls, 10,000, « Rassian dispenser 
‘and a nurse bave died in Harbin from 
plagae.

Peking, Jan. 15. 

The plague in Mancharia is giving 
the Government mach anxiety just now. 
Tt in such » fearfol disease and 00 
appallingly contagious that it over- 
shadows immeasurably bubonic plagne, 
small-pox, typhoid fever and even 
cholera, which are usually to be found 
in various parte of the Far Enst. In 
regard to inoculation, medical opinion 
appears to be somembat divided. ‘Tho 
doctors agree that if there is any 
‘antidote or preventive it is inocalation ; 
bat at that point they branch off : some 
contend that inocalation is uselose; others 
that it may be effective if repeated every 
seventeen days ; while others acclaim 
ite virtues. ‘There is every reason to 
believe, bowever, that Dr. Mosny, of 
Tientsin, Dr. Stoo of Tongehan and 
two Chinese medical students, who died 
from plagad in Manchuria, were 
inoculated before leaving their hom 
Moreover, it is recorded from Manchuria 
that the mortality is atill one handred 
per cent. The victim nsaally laste 
from four to six hours after acute 
symptoms sot in; and the disease is 
said to be unmistakeable, owing to the 
blood and froth that come from the 
mouth with every breath; for 
he microbes simply ay 
the lungs, Such details are no doubt 
revolting, but, as there is no telling in 
bat direction the dissase may be taken 
by people fleeing from the stricken 
districts, it is well for » general idea to 
ba disseminated broadoast. It is aleo 
advisable to let it be known that this 
poenmonic plague is highly contagious 
by the breath as well as by all other 
personal medioms.

At 
present the erection of locomotives, 
wagons and carriages requires so much 
attention, that actaal manufacture of 
rolling stock is not being seriously taken 
up. Acstart har, however, been made 
with eight brake vane, and four private 
care, which are being manofactared 
includiog the underframes.

A train with 1,200 
tons of ballast leaves this quarry at 
6 a.m, each morning, and it is hoped 
to increase the number of trains in the 
near fature, Just north of this point 
is the city of Chuchow, where an im- 
portant station is being established. 
‘North of Chuchow the Railway passes 
for » few miles through pleasant 
country, with no works of especial 
difficulty, until jost before reaching the

mediately north of the Station is 
another bridge over a river of the 
same name, which was also subject to 
freshetaidaring the period of construc- 
tion, 


‘Very soon alter crossing this latter 
bridge, the railway enters a rock dis- 
trict, and the country becomes more 
broken, until about Mile 47 somo of the 
heaviest work in China is entered on. 





Rock cuttings up to forty feet in depth 
alternate with high embankments, with 
numerous bridges and calverts, while 
the railway winds about in the most 
tortuous manner, in order to obtain the 
gradient of 1 in 150, which was fixed 
as the maximum desirable for a first 
clase railway. ‘The country on this! 
length is extremely protty and interest- 
ing, the railway running for miles in 
the vicinity of a sandy river, glimpses 
‘of which are obtained at intervals, as 
the train emerges from cuttings, The 
character of the country remains much 
the same, until near Mingkwong, which 
ia at Mile 70, m stroteh of low lying 
‘gonad subject to floods is crossed. 

fore there is a river of some size, 
crossed by bridge consisting of 
‘one-200 ft span, and six-50 feet spans. 
‘The larger span not yet com- 
leted, 


North of Mingkwong, the line enters 
rolling country, with some heavy works, 
bat nothing of special interest, until at 
Mile 91, the Husi River is approached, 
‘and some low ground has to be crossed 
in order to reach the town, Here again 
some soft ground unable to carry the 
weight of an embankment has been met 
with, and although trains have been 
steadily ranning over it for nearly five 
months past, it bas not yet been found 
possible to maintain one portion its fall 
height for any length of time, This 
difficalty is expected to be surmounted 
almost immediately. 

At Mile 94 is Linbusikwan Station, 
an important place of trade, on the 
Huai River. About five miles away 
is the City of Fenyangfa, the bi 
lace of the first Emperor of the Ming 

asty. Passengers are not to be 
carried beyond this point for the present, 
thoagh the rails are laid to Pen 
on the Huai River, situated at Mile 
110. North of Pengpa, there are gaps, 
aggregating about seventeen miles, io 

















bood of Hsuchowfu, which at 
Mile 211. At Pengpo, » bridge of| 
the first magnitade is being constracted. 
It consists of nine spans, each 200 feet! 
long, The piers being carried down 
to the solid rock, and some of them’ 
having « height of over 100 feet. The 
girders are now being erected, and it 
is expected that the bridge will be 
completed within three months. 

None of the passenger cars have yet! 
been delivered, and for the present. 
passengers, 2nd and 3rd class only, are 
being carried in some cars hired from 
the Kiangsa Railway, and in covered 
goods wagons, which hare been fitted 
with seats. ‘The trai hauled by 
remarkably powerfal locomotives, built 
by the North British Locomotive 
Company. 

The portion of line now open, bas 
been built under specially  difficalt 
conditions, owing to the fact that 
there was no means of transporting 
materials, except by pack animal or 
wheelbarrow, for there are no cart roads 
or navigable canals, The rock ia the 
cuttings was also unsuitable for building 
purposes, and before materials for the 
bridges ‘could be transported the 








cuttings and embankments bad to be 
ompleted and che rails laid 
‘ork was begun in January 1909, 
ot it wan nearly six monthe later 
before the whole of the land for this 
first length was purchased. The 
bridges and calverts on the length now 
are numerous, although the 
number of feet of opening per mile is 
only sixty-nine, against an average of 
ninety-five feet per mile for the whole 
Southern Seotion. For purposes of 
comparison'it may be mentioned that 
there are 6,490 feet of opening in the 
ninety-four miles, as against 5,916 in 
the whole length of the Shanghai-Nan- 
king Railway. 
The greater portion of the length 
from Pakon to Linbuaikwan, is con- 
tained in the No 1 District, of which 
Mr. M Sinclar is the, Distret Engi 
eer, ‘The track from Mile 75 to 
94 lies, however, in the No 2 District, 
of which the Engineer is Mr. T. J, 
Bourne. 


It is anticipated that it will be pos- 
sible to open the Railway to traffic as 
far as Hsachowfa, before the end of the 
year.

the footsteps of Germany. Korea con- 
tains thirteen millions of inhabitants, as 
against four millions in Ireland and three 
millions in Poland. The concentration 
je number of Japanese in Korea 
‘would necessarily mean the crowding-out 
of Koreas. In Formosa three millions 
of Chinese prove to be the source of 
prosperity to the island, and the same 
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country. All Japanese who start 
terprises io Korea must rely on the 
assistance of Koreans, just ss the: 
panese Government and capitalists do 
not object to the use of Chinese 
labour in Manchuria, This should be 
the key note of 's colonial policy, 
though it is not in sympathy with the 
declaration of Count Komars, who 
wanted to nee # ewarming of Japancee| 
into Korea and Manchuria, This, 
however, brings us face to face with the 
knotty problem of how to dispose of! 
the rapidly increasing surplus popula- 
tion of the country. It 2 fo be 
the object of the Oriental Developmen 
Company to send from 2,500 to 73,000 
emigrants annually into Kores, bat 
‘such a number is merely a drop in the 
bucket, considering the rate at which 
Japan's population is increasing. The 
most promising fields in the United 
States, Canada, Austrelis, and South 
Africa bave been practically closed to 
‘Tapanese emigration, while K 
Mancbaria are neither suffici 
nor invitig t 
us popalatior 
outlet for ‘Japan's growing population 
will continue to bes very perplexing 
question for ber publicists to solve.

REAL TRAGEDIES ON 
THE STAGE. 


‘That arena for the mimic represen-| A 
tation of the buman passions—the 
‘stage—has often proved the scene of 
real tragedies as harrowing as any 
imagined by the dramatic author. 

‘We are told by Thomas Heywood, in 
bis Apology for actors,” that it was 
the custom of the early Roman Em- 
perors in the public tragedies in which 
they personally took part, to choose 
the fittest of such prisoners as for 
¢apital offences were condemned to die, 
‘and employ them to persooate charac- 
ters that were to be killed in the 
tragedy, Athough realism of this 
kind is fortanately unknown at the 
present day, there bavo not been want- 
ing cases where accident or » private!"

‘Mrs. Siddons, was instantly killed on 
‘the stage of the St. Louis theatre by 
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the accidental fall of eight doriog 
the performance of th jack 
Shey " The extraordinary feature 
of this tragedy was the unconscious 
prophecy contained in the ted 
actress’ Inst words, “Iam now,” said 
she when leaving the groen rcom to 
resume her part, “ going to be killed, 
then I shall go straight beck and sit 
‘up with Harry Chapman,” 

It is a eiogalar fect that in many of 
‘the deaths that have taken place on the 
stage the last words uttered by the 
actor have bad a ceeming connexion 
with the tragic event. Thus the 
celebrated Jobn Palmer, or “ Plausible 
Jack,” as he was usually called, the 
original Joseph Surface in She n'a 
“ School for Scandal,” while playing in 
“The Strange Liverpool, bad

Simi- 
larly a player of the name of Paterson, 
while personating the part of the Duke 
in “Measure for Measure,” dropped

Another remarkable example of the 
tragic accidents that occasionally hap- 
penjoo the stage is that afforded by the 

of the great actress, Madame 

Linsky, while performing at Arnstadt 
in the presence of the royal family, 
Daring the action of the play she was 
placed against a wall where she was 
supposed to be shot by a firing party 
consisting of six solders, who in- 
structed to bite off the ballet when bit- 
ing the cartridge ; one of them, how- 
ever, cmitted to do this, When the 
smoke of the discharge bad cleared 
away the actross was observed to be still 
standiog, but elmost immediately she 
sank to the ground exclaiming that 
was shot, She never spoke sgain, 
expired on the second day. 

Half a dozen years earlicr 
lar accident occurred at Dublin, where 
‘8 conjuror was performing the trick, 

terwards mede so popular by the 
‘celebrated Robert Houdain. This con- 
‘sisted in firing « pistol at the performer 
who, spparently, caught the bullet 
between his teeth. Unfortanately the 
young man who was called from tl 
audience to fire the shot had the wrong 
pistol handed to him, and a moment 
Inter a ballet crashed throngh the head 
‘of the unfortunate artiste. 
Occasionally a tragedy has resulted 
from the actor so losing himeelf in bis 
part as to be unconscious of the mimic 
character of bis actions. It is recorded 
of Jalius Casar that he played Hercules 
Farens in bis own theatre ; one of hie 
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servants had been selected to play the 
part of Lycus and had to present to 
him the poisoned shirt dipped in the 
blood of the Centaur Nessus. Carried 
away by the too well simulated mad- 
ness of the character he represented, 
Cesar roshed upon the unfortanate 
Lycos and in a paroxysm of fary 
lsid bim dead at his feet, afterwards 
swinging the body over his head. 
Similarly Platarch says of the wealthy 
player A8sopus that on one occasion 
‘He was so possessed with bis part and 
took his acting to be so real, that while 
on the stage in the character of Atreus, 
deliberating on the revenge of Thyestes, 
he was so transported beyond himself 
that he smote one of the servants, who 
wis hastily crossing the stage, and 
stretched bim dead on the floor.” At 
1 thestre in Milan, daring the same 
year that Madame Linsky lost her 
an actor named Lombardi, playing 
in the “ Antigone” of Alfieri, bad to 
appear as tarning bis weapon from bis 
father's breast to his own ; this, io the 
heat of the moment, he did so effectu- 
ally as to fall on the stage covered with 
blood and qaite insensible, death 
ultimately resaltiog. 
Still moro remarkabl 
of the first passion 
in Sweden before King Jobn II, in the

Several instances have occarred of 
famons actors being seized with serions 
illnesses while parlorming on the stage. 
The celebrated Edmand Keen, while 

laying the part of Othello at Covent 
jarden, was suddenly smitten with an 






His last words, as be fell into the arms 
of his son were, I am dying ; speak to 
them for me, Charles.” 

Similarly, the beautifal Peg Wofting- 
ton, while acting as Rosalind in “As 
you like it,” was rendered speechless by 
‘a sudden attack of paralysis after re- 
peating the words of the epilogae, “I'd 
kkies as many of you as bad beards that 
pleased me,” 

Bat perhaps the most traly pathetic 
and intensely dramatic episode that has 
lever occurred on the boards of the stage 
was that enacted by the famous actress, 
Mrs, Montford, who was the sabject of 

-known ballad “ Black-eyed 
Susan.” After retiring from the stage 
the mind of this lady had become 
























her friends. Qae day, daring « lucid 
interval, she seked the attendant what 
play was to be performed that evening, 
‘and was told Hamlet. 


In this play the part of Ophelia 
had been her greatest success, and 
the recollection must have stirred her 
frenzied mind to » strange resolu- 
tion. With the cunning that insane 
people frequently possess she contrived 
to elade the care of her keeper, and 
eeeaping from the asylum made her way 
to the theatre. Here she concealed 
herself on the stage until the scene in 
which Ophelia enters in her mad state ; 
sbe then pusbed on the stage before the 
actress who had performed the previous 
part of the character could come on, 
and exhibited a more repre 
sentation of madness than the utmost 
exertions of the actor's art could effect. 
‘She was in truth mad Ophelia to the 
amazement of the performers as well as 
the andience, ‘The poor lady bad, how- 
fever, made her lest effort ; on quitting 
jtage she exclaimed, ‘It is all over,” 
‘nd allowed herself to be conveyed back 
to her place of security, where in a few 
days she died.

This bas becn a week of 
to Sir Henry May, who is 1g on 
Sstarday to take up his appointment 
as Governor of Fiji and High Commis- 
sioner of the Western Pacific. The 
leave-taking ceremonies began a fort 
night ago with ao eloqnent tribute paid 
by the Governor at ® mesting of the 
Legirlative Council. Last week, 
how another meeting of the 
Council was called by desire of the 
unofficial members, who wished to snb- 
mit a resolation cogratalating Sir 
Heory May on his well-merited pro- 
motion and desiring that a record be 
made in the Minutes of the deep 
appreciation felt by the members 
of the Council of his long and 
valoable services as an Official Member, 
‘and of their regret at losing a colleague 
“who is distinguished no less by 
his great ability and high character 
thao by bis constant conttesy and 
fatraightforwardness, qualities which 
have won for bim the profound respect 
‘and admiration of the entire Couccil.” 
This resolation was moved by the Hon, 
Dr. Ho Kai, c. a. 0., seconded by the 
Director of Public Works and H. E. 
the Governor and passed with acclama- 
tion.

YOREION MINING INTERESTS, 

For some time, considerable unrest

Ramonrs have been flying 
round for months that ander the new 
rigime there would be a drastic 
revision of the Miniog Laws and that 
wven those who already held concessions 
Id bave to work them ander mach 
harder conditions than before. Inquiries 
mere made ia all directions concerning 
the trath of these romours, and at Inst— 
after much waiting—it' was learned 
that althongh the existicg Mining 
Regolations may be revised in the near 
fature, they woold not have any effect 
on the holders of concessions before the 
anvexation and who were thea working 
them. Tho information was stisfac- 
tory, for it cleared tl 
thst’ bad mado many people fool 
aveasy. 

Something, however, has happened ; 
‘and that is in connexion with the grant 
ing of new concessions, At the present 
time, thinge are at a stand-atill, No con- 
‘cessions have been granted toany onesince 
the annexation, no matter what their 
ality, Dozens of applica 
been made and are filed at tho 
Mining Bareau and are till recliviog 
on the shelves. It must be remembered 
that for every application one makes, a 
hundred yen revenne stamp has to be 
purchased and affixed to the application, 
‘and whether the application is. granted 
or not, the Gosernment reaps the benefit. 
Nobody complains about for it is 
only as it should be ; bnt one can quite 
sympathize with the growlings of those 
who are fally prepared to start work 
immediately their applications are 
granted, bat have been kept waiting 
since the end of last Jaly np to now, and 
are noable to obtain a single answer 
from the Director of the Mining 
Bureaa. 

It s0 beppens that I'am able to give 
yon the kernel of some remarks made 
the otber day by one of the very high- 
est Ministers in the Governor-General’s 
Cabinet. He ssid- The de ip 
granting new concessions is unavoidable. 
Hitherto, concessions have been granted 
to anybody ins most irresponsible 
fashion, Providiog the applications 
and maps were in order, the Bureau was 
satisfied. It did not take the trouble 
to ascertain whether the concessionaire 
was in a position to work the concession 
granted to him. The result was 
obvious. Any Korean or Japanese 
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who foand a good piece of valuable 
mineral land and had it surveyed, maps 
made, and got together two hundred 
obtained what be wanted. In 
ninety cases out of hundred, be knew 
at the beginning that he himself could 
not work the concession as be had no 
capital, It was simply » gamble. His| 








idea was to get hold of « good property i 


at a little expense and then endeavour 
to sell it to » foreigner at an exorbitant 
figure.” He added— It is the inten- 
tion of the Government henceforth to 
only grant concessions to those who can 
prove that either they or the company 
resent are in s position to 
begin work within one year from 
permission being granted. The present 
delay is therefore solely due to th 
trouble in sifting existing applicati 








doubtedly a just and a wise o 
is regrettable that it was not announced 
within © month after the annexation. 
As it is, the above remarks were only 
made daring an ordinary interview in 
private room, 
doubtfal if many people| 
are aware of the decision of the Govern- 
ment. 

‘There is another interesting problem, 
the solution of which has not yet reach- 
ed o8,—How is it that certain Japanese 
owners of concessions in Korea have 
neither worked their properties nor paid 
their yearly taxes for over two years ? 

‘The Mining Laws of Korea emphati- 
cally statethat the permission to carry on 
mining operations may be revoked when 
the royalty or ground tax has not been 
paid within a specified period (The period 
is one year.) This is worth the atten- 
tion of the authori ‘Somebody in 
the Mining Bureau is evidently aileep. 

‘Whilst dealing with the mining 
question, it ia gratifying to note the 
prosperity and increased output of the’ 
mines in Korea that are owned by 
foreigners. The Chiksan mines in the 
Bonth have already erected another 
mill, and are trebling their old one. 
‘The Suan mines in the North have also 
erected another mill, whilet the Oriental 
Consolidated Mining Co. bave just ex- 
tended their present concession, and aro 
going to work it right away, whilst from 
the far off Kapean copper mine, in the 
extreme north, comes the official report 
that in the main shaft, 186 feet down, 
they struck high grade copper ore, that 
assayed at 19 per cont pure copper, and 
‘that at 200 feet deep the same ore was 

‘When copper ore assaying five 
per cent is considered very good, nine- 
teon per cent is remarkable, 

‘THE CREMULPO MURICIPAL COUNCIL.

His Excellency the Governor-General 
after having stayed in Korea for a little 
Joes. than « month, left here on Sunday 
last for Japan, During his brief visit 
he certsialy succeeded in crowding as 
mach excitement and bard work into| 
every day as wonld kill any ordinary 
man, As it was, be exhausted bis 
civilian staf by his tireless energy in 
travelling, inspecting, lanching, dining, 

making, te. The hard work, 
however, coemed to have but little effect 
upon bim, for when he left Seoul be 
looked as hard and fit as ever, 

It is too early yet to know the many 
plans for administration reform in 
Korea that were discussed and perhaps 
agreed to during bis visit. We only 
know that the new Company Act has

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‘January 1 of this year. Concerning 
the very difficult snd complicated 
subject of ownership of land in Korea 
by foreigners, we know nothing of thie 
bot ramonrs ; and as all the romoure 
contradict one another, it is safest at 
present to dis them all, Perhaps 
the most noteworthy feature of General 
Teranchi’s visit has been the tons 
speeches. There bas been a ring 
sincerity about 
them that is distinctly reassuring. 
He bas not hesitated to speak very 
plainly to bis own nationals also to 
appeal to their better nature concerning:

THR NEW COMPANY ACT, 


‘We bave jast had the fall translation 
of the new Company Laws which came 
into force at the beginning of this year. 
Very little comment is made upon them 
in this country by the native Press, 
This is only natural, the newspapers 
being muzzled by the authorities and 
forced to be on their good tebaviour. 
Consequently » free expression of 
opinion is impossible, 

In Japan, however, it is quite another 
story. There, the vernscalar papers 
have let themselves go, and denounced 
most vehemently the new Act as being 
‘everything that is bad and unfair, The 
criticisms are both amusing and refrosh- 
is frankness and the un- 
conscious manner with which they give 
themselves away. 


Let as look at the new laws in an 
impartial spirit, and also from the point 
of view of straight-forward business 
men who desire to form » Company 
‘and conduct an honourable business 
in Korea, These men have nothing 
to fear from the new Act. It is trae 
that the clanses are very stiff, the results 
far reaching, the punishment for any 
violation of the laws very beavy, and 
no donbt too much power invested in 
‘one man; bat apart from this, no 
eis concern need be afrsid of 
them, 


T have made it my business to ask 
‘8 many of the foreignors in Seoul and 
Chemalpo, that Iwoald get hold of, 
their candid opinion of the Act, and 
they all agroo with it. Some even say 
that it was « pity it did oot exist earlier, 
for it it had, many rich Koreans would 
not bare lost all their money to Japan- 
ose swindling adventurers, As

‘The Volantesrs were drawn up ip 
double ranks facing the entrance to the 
Club, and were then inspected by Mr. 
‘W. A. ©. Platt, Vice-Chsirman of 
the Connell, accompanied by Lt.-Colonel 
Barnes and Captain Collyer. 

‘The inspection completed, Mr. Platt 
addressed the Germany Company from 
the Club steps. He expressed Mr.

STATION. 


OPENING CEREMONY. 

‘The new Sinza Fire Station was 
opened yesterday afternoon by Mr. 
W. A. ©. Platt, Chairman of the 
Watch Committee. Mr, Platt was 
‘accompanied by Sir Havilland and Lady 
de Ssusmares, Mrs, Platt, Mr. H. A. J. 
Macray, and Mrs. Landale, and among 
those also present were Mr, C. H. God- 
frey, Mr. C. Harpur, and Mr. R. 0. 
‘Tarner, 

‘The Fire Brigade turned out in force 
for the ceremony, coming to the new 
station in foll uniform on their app! 
ces, Mr. Platt was received by M 
Bidwell, the Chief Engineer, ani th 
members of the Brigade were drawn up 
sither side of the road to welcome 
hime, At the Obief Engineer's request 
he opened the main door of the station 
‘and then, followed by all who were 
present, proceeded to one of the track 
houses, through doors draped with the 
Manicipal flag. A table at one side of 
the track house, draped bebind and 
covered with Manicipal banners, bore 
the medals, attendance 
Tosarance Companies’ shield,

Then, later on, accommodation was pro- 
vided for, I think, two men only in the 
Hongkew Fire Station, and later still it 
was suggested that this new Sinza Fire 
Station should be erected for the sccom- 
modation of the firemen, This has been 
done, and to-day we hand it over to you. 
Now the next step is to establish a more 
up to-date fire station in Hongkew, 
also wit ec. omodation for firemen 
over it, and when that bes been 
done the Municipality will have three 
up to-date fire stations well located, 
with sccommodation over each for 
firemen, Now you can quite un- 
derstand that euch a scheme se this costs 
‘certain amount of money, and we have 
to go very warily to work to get 
it. The poor Watch Committee are 
between the devil and the deep blue 
sea. Now, gentlemen, you are the deep 
blue sea (laughter), “We know very 

II what you want and what you ought 
to have, and if we bed our own way you 
would get it st once. The devil is the 
body of ratepayers whose money we 
must have and who gramble if our 
estimates are too bi, Now there are 
lone or two matters that I should like 
to speak about, now that the Watch 
Committee meets the Fire Brigade face 
face to fa0e, Now the first is this, 
that we are sorry that you have not had 
an annual inspection this year. You 
‘all know that it is due to the anfortanate 
accident to Mr. Bidwell and let me 
‘say at once that the whole community 
was sorry when they heard of un- 
fortnnate accident to Mr. well, 
which he sustained while doing bis 
daty (Heat Hear) and we were very 
anxious so long as be was sick 
To-day, we congratulate ourselves, and 
and hi t be is once more amonget 
us, bale and hearty (applause). And 
you gentlemen, we congratulate you 
‘especially because you have once more 
with you your most efficient Ohief 
(renewed applause). The matter 
is this, doring Mr. Bidweli’s illness Mr. 
Maepbail ‘carried on his daties, and 
the Council now take this opportunity 
of thanking Mr. Macphail for having 
done so, and having done s0 80 effic- 
iently. (Hear, bear). It is fortunate 
that the community bes men like Mr. 
Maopbail, who aro alw 
willing to give their services, always 
so willingly, and do their work 80 
efficiently. Now the next matter I 
wish to speak of is to ay something 
about the great cost of repairs and 
maintenance of the Brig plant.

Another matter 
which is exercising the mind of the 
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Council is the cost of électric lighting. 
Now I know very well that the reason 
for that is that when s man leaves his 
room he forgets to tarn off the light. 
‘Well, we all do that, and I will ask 
you to do what you possibly can to 
remember to taro that light out, and if 
you do that fora time you will find that 
always when you leave your room you 
will unconsciously turn out that light, 
It only remains for me to say that « 
gratefal community tenders you its 
thanks for your services which are 
given freely, readily, and so willingly, 
and as s small evidence of the com- 
mopity’s appreciation you will find 
some liquid refreshment later on with 
which we shall be able to drink success 
to this new building (Applause,)

THE BUILDING.

The 
building is of red brick, with Niagpo 
stone and artificial stone dressings, the 
roof being of corragated iron laid over 
malthoid. ‘The buildings comprise the 
main block, containing two spacious 
track houses, a pare 
drying rooms, 
while a detached ed block, pot distance 
away, contains the stabling for ponies, 
together with the mafoos’ quarters and 
fodder store. 

On the ground floor of the main block 
‘are situated the two track houses, each 
42 ft. by 32 ft, with a wide passage 
between them, enabling the ponies to be

PRECAUTIONS AT WOOSUNG. 

Notifications have recently _ been 
published in Shanghai declaring Chefoo 
and Tairen (Dalny) infected porte and 
ordering all vessels arriving therefrom 
“to abide by and be governed by the 
Sanitary Regulations for the Ports of 
Shanghai and Woosang.” As thee 

regalations are not familiar to the 








| general public, « eummary of thelr pro- 


Visions may be of interest, ‘The first 
five define the terms “Port Health 
Officer,” “infected vessel,”  plagae 
infected vessel,” and “ suspected vessel,” 
and the limits of the quarantine an- 
chorage. Then follow eleven General 
Regalations ” prescribing the procedare 
to be followed, and the rules to be 
observed by infected and 

vessels, fc., vessels which have either 
(1) bad « case of cholera, typhus 
yellow fever or plagae on board within 
ton days of arrival at Woosung, or (II) 
have arrived at Woovung within ten 
aye from departure from an infected 


PThe General Regulations may be 
med up as follows: No persons 
mast board or leave infected or suspected 
vessels without the sanction of the 
Port Health Officer, to whom all re- 
quired information must be farnished 
by the Master; cases of any of the 
diseases mentioned, occurring in port, 
must be reported immediately to the 
Harbour Master ; the importation of 
far, skins, hair, rage, old paper, fresb 
frait, vegetables, plants to which earth 
of vegetable mould adheres, coffins con- 
corpees, earth, mould and ssod 
from infected ected porta ia prohibited. ‘Special 
regulations further provide that no 
plague-infected vessel shall enter Woo- 
‘sang or Shanghai, that the removal 
‘of infected persons shall be conducted 
under the superintendence of a qualified 
medical practitioner, and that infected 
‘vessels shall be quarantined. There 
also a provision that suspected vessels, 
‘no suspicious case be found durin 
spection, shall be admitted to immediate 
pratique, 
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In regard to plague, there would 
appear to be one very serious omission 
in these regulations, which, eo far as 

jangbai is concerned, almost vitiates 
their utility. Plague, as is generally 
known, is mainly conveyed from place 
to place by rate, yet no precantions 
whatever sre adopted by the Port 
authorities either to exterminate rats 
‘on suspected ships, or to prevent them 
from landing. In an outbreak of 
plague the pneumonic cases usually 
form a very small peroentage, and under 
ordinary conditions inepection of pass- 
engers suffices to prevent the introdac- 
tione of the disease through buman 
agency. Whether inspection two days 

yy from Tairen is sufficient may be 
open to doubt, but it is of the utmost 
importance that effective measures to 
prevent the introduction of infected 
rats should be enforced at once, 
‘The inconvenience to shipping is trifling 
in comparison with the issue at stake 
‘and a very serious responsibility will 
rest on those concerned if this simple but 
practical precantion is overlooked. It is 
of little avail for our Health Officer to 











be allowed to land in Shanghai 
indiscriminately. 

So far no farther cases or suspected 
casee of plague hav been discovered in 
Shanghai. But the number of plague- 
infeoted rats continues to inorease. In 
October twelve were found, in November 

yy-one, and last month eighty-one of 
3,428 rata found dead and examined 
at the Manicipal Laboratory were 
infeoted with plague, In December 
1909 the number was twenty-eight out 
of 1227. 

Hoffkine’s prophylactic is being made 
at the rate of aboat 20,000 doses « 
week at the Health Office, and several 
Mhouaads of dovee hare already been 

ispat in response to the urgent 
demands from the North.

CHEFOO. 
Dr. Hogg, of the 0. I. M., Chefoo, 
who is going on farlougb, arrived in 
Shanghai yesterday, haviog left that 
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port on Sunday afternoon. Up to that 
time about fifteen authenticated cases of 
paenmonic plagae had been reported, 
all of which were fatal. It seems likely 
that there have been at lesst as many 
cases again which have not been report 
ed. Plague, so far, has been confined 
to the native town towards the western 
beach. Native reports state that cases 
bave also occurred in the villages near 
Chefoo, The Tsotsi and the Inter- 
ational Committeo are taking steps to 
deal with tbe outbreak. A quarantine 
station has been established sod ao 
isolation hospital is being organized 
under the supervision of Dr. Gulowson, 
at which the Fronch sisters will ander- 
take the nursing. The diffcalty of 
preventing the spread of infection 
enhanced by the fact that no quarantine 
precautions are taken at the smaller 
villages on the coast. 

‘The alarming way io which infection 
spreads is illustrated by the case of a! 
houseboy employed by the head of one! 
of the foreign firms. He left his em- 
ployer, stating that a member of his 
family was sick. Within a few days 
was learnt that the boy, his mother, 
wife, bis brother, and the latter's two 
wives had all snccambed. 

The International Committee is dis- 
cussing the advisability of employing a 
foreign sapitary inspector, and forming 
cordons roand infected areas.

DR. MESNY’S DEATH. 

The following details of the tragic

THE JAPANESE 
ANARCHISTS. 


The following is from the “ Kobe 
Herald Matsumuro, Pablic- 
Procarator-General of the Court of 
Cassation, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion of Kotoka and the other Anar- 
chists, publishes a lengthy explanation 
of the detection of the plot and arrest, 
of the accused and the subseqa 
grees of the preliminary examinat 
in the Special Court, The explanation 
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is specially interesting as it throws fall 
light on the nature of the crime com- 
mitted by the Anarchists. We subjoin 
a fall translation of-the document. 
1,.—CAUSE OF DETECTION. 
The detection of the crime with 
wbich Kotoka Denjito and twenty-five 
others are charged was due to informa- 
tion received by the Nagano police to- 
de the and of May, 1910, that 
Miyashita Takichi bad manufactured 
and was in possession of some explo- 
sives. This man Takichi, was formerly 
employed in some iron works at 
Kamevaki, Chita district, in Aichi 
Prefectare; on June 10, 1909 he 
obtained an appointment in the Akeshina 
Saw Mill conducted by the Nagano 
Forestry Office located in Akeshina, 
Nake-Kawade-Mara, Higasbi-Chikum: 
district, Nagano  prefectare. Whi 
working in the mill be proclaimed to his 
fellow-workers his belief in anarchical 
commanism. Consequently the police 
officials in the district placed him under 
sarveillance. Nevertheless he became 
more and more convinced of th 
his principles aud made end 
propagate communistic ideas, until the 
chief of the Matsumoto police made an 
attempt, in September of the same year, 
ith the aid of the offi of the Saw 
Mill, to bring the man to reason. 
Takichi then avowed that he would

In view of tho fact 
that Kotoka Denjiro, a lover of the 
accused woman Snga and a man whom 
the accased Tadao served an tenchor, 
was the first exponent of the principles 
of anarchical communism in Japan, and 
tsed to publish wild views, there seemed 
sufficient reason to presame that Kotoka 
‘mas also implicated in the plot. The 
cbiof Pablic Procurator has, therefore, 
decided on the 31st of the same month 
to prosecute the sforesaid seven under 
Article 73 of the Criminal Code and 
had transforred the case to the Pablic 
Procarator-General in conformity with 
clanso 1 of Article 64 of the Code of 
Criminal Prooedare.””

Mr. McKean:—The fandamental 
question is whether the Mixed Court

Det. Sab-Inspector Fitzgibbon was 
then called, and be stated that he 
reotived instructions from the Mixed 
Court to close up these premises on 
December 27 in pursaance of « Mixed 
Conrt order for the non-payment of 
rent.
